29,th,  1858,  to  Dec.  29th,  1859,  including  Cash  balance  of 
last  year,  was  $50,26 1, 26,  and  the  total  amount  paid  there- 
from, during  the  same  period,  was  $50,162,21  ;  leaving  a 
cash  balance  in  the  Treasury,  December  29th,  1859,  of

The  Highway  limits  assigned  to  D.  Murray,  now  extend 
to  the  Engine  House  at  Garrison  Hill,  and  in  that  direction 
beyond  the  limits  of  School  District  No.  2,  while  his  limits 
do  not  extend  quite  so  far  South  as  do  the  limits  of  School 
District  No.  1.  But  the  amount  of  taxable  property  in  his 
limits  beyond  School  District  No.  2,  is  much  greater  than 
that  in  the  territory  of  School  District  No.  1,  which  exceeds 
his  limits.  So  that  D.  Murray's  Highway  District  contains 
more  than  three  fourths  of  all  the  taxable  property  in  the 
City,  while  there  has  been  expended  the  past  year,  in  other 
Highway  Districts  than  Murray's,  $4,529  52,  or  more  than 
one  half  of  the  whole  expenditures  for  Repairs  of  Highways 
and  New  Highways.

Twenty-five  persons  have  been  committed  to  the  House 
of  Correction,  the  past  year,  by  the  PoHce  Court,  (24  males 
and  1  female)  fifteen  of  whom  served  full  time,  two  were 
discharged  by  direction  of  the  Mayor,  and  one  by  order  of 
the  Court,  and  seven  escaped  before  expiration  of  sentence, 
the  term  of  which,  in  each  case,  was  30  days. 

The  expense  of  support  of  this  class  of  persons,  thus 
made  necessary  at  our  Alms  House,  has,  of  course,  nate- 
rially  increased  the  aggregate  of  supplies  ;  but  it  is  hoped 
that  the  City  has  been  rather  benefitted,  than  otherwise,  by 
employing  the  convicts  in  the  various  improvements  made 
upon  the  farm,  in  the  building  of  face  and  other  stone  wall, 
(of  about  100  rods,)  and  in  such  other  matters  of  interest  t-o 
the  City  as  was  considered  of  importance. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  past  year  has  been  lengthened 
out  nearly  a  month,  in  consequence  of  the  change  of  ses- 
sion of  tlie  January  term  of  Court  to  February,  and,  not- 
withstanding this  fact,  the  expenses  of  the  Pauper  Depart- 
ment have  been,  for  the  year,  more  than  $400.00  less  than 
the  year  previous. 

It  is  still  incumbent  on  me  to  suggest — and  the  sugges- 
tion ought  not  longer  to  pass  unheeded — that  an  appropri- 
ation of  some  few  hundreds  of  dollars  for  repairs  of  the 
out-buildings  of  the  Farm,  is  necessary  and  urgently 
called  for ;  and  I  would  respectfully  request  of  the 
City  Council,  or  the  Committee  who  may  have  supervision 
of  such  afl^airs  of  this  Department,  to  give  due  attention  to 
this  matter.     Longer  delay  will  be  wasteful. 

I  would  liere  remark  that  there  will  be  no  occasion  for 
expenditure  of  means  for  a  supply  of  Corn  for  the  Alms 
House  during  the  coming  year,  as  sufiicient  of  this  and 
most  of  other  grains  were  raised  on  the  farm  to  fully  meet 
the  wants  of  the  family  and  place,  until  the  time  of  another 
harvest.  And  it  is  well,  here  also,  to  say  that  there  is 
enough  of  fuel  provided  to  last  through  the  year. 

The  superintendency  of  the  Farm  and  Alms  House,  for 
past  year,  has  been  continued  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cornelius  E. 
Caswell,  and  they  have  discharged  the  duties  of  their  trust 
with  their  usual  efficiency  and  faithfulness,  as  well  with  re- 
gard to  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  as  for  the  comfort  and 
well-being  of  those  over  whom  they  exccrcise  the  direct 
management  and  care.
